(54) SEMICONDUCTOR 
INTEGRATED CIRCUIT 

(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To curtail a special 
interface circuit as an external 
circuit by making an interface 
means built-in which generates 
an internal access timing while 
carrying out the interface 
between an internal part and a 
microprocessor according to 
control information. 

CONSTITUTION: The control 
information corresponding to 
the types of a processor to be 
interfaced or the linking 
condition of the processor are 
set beforehand to a mask ROM 
24. An interface means 20 
directly linked to the 
microprocessor exchanges the 
information between the 
processor and a SRAM part 2 
to be an internal data storing 
means, and generates the 
access timing based on the 
control information. 
Consequently, an external 
special access timing generating 
circuit is unnecessary to be 
provided, and further, when 
address information 
corresponding to a chip 
selecting condition is included in 
the control information, an 
external address decoder is 
unnecessary to be formed. 
Thus, the external circuit 
necessary for the interface 
between the processor can be 
curtailed. 
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Our Comment: The Examiner seems to think as follows. The mask ROM 24 corresponds to the 
register in present Claim 1. Access timing signals, which are generated based on the contents of 
the ROM 24, involve naturally time delay. It is explained that an EEPROM may be used in place 
of the mask ROM 24. 
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
